I’ve been thinking about non-violence

First Evangelical Lutheran Church 

From July 5 to 81 attended the Eastern 
Synod Assembly of the Evangelical 
Lutheran Church in Canada. It was 
a convention held in Waterloo, 
attended by delegates from about 200 
congregations on a territory stretching 
from Sault Ste. Marie to Halifax. It 
was a time that included worship and 
learning, business sessions including 
finances and budget, and motions on 
a variety of matters for this assembly of 
Lutheran Christians to consider. 

Some of the motions dealt with our 
care and advocacy for the poor and 
homeless, stewardship of God’s creation, 
right relationship with First Nations 
Peoples, and support of pastors serving 
our congregations. One motion that 
received a lot of discussion, some of it a 
little heated, was a call to non-violence. 

The call to non-violence included 
refusing all violent responses in 
domestic life, including spousal 
disagreements and child-rearing, 
including spanking and hitting. 

It included seeking non-violent 
resolutions to criminal and other 
offences in our neighbourhoods and 
communities such as those practiced 
through restorative practices. It included 
a renewed reverence for life in all its 
forms as part of our stewardship of the 
creation. And it included, and tins was 
the most contentious issue, refusing to 
serve in the nation’s military.

Green Energy Advocates 
and their attack on our 
environment 

I don’t think I have met anyone who 
wouldn’t welcome a viable energy alter¬ 
native to nuclear and coal. All the facts 
available show overwhelmingly that 
industrial wind and solar energy just 
aren’t viable. 

On a recent day, wind supplied just 
0.4% of Ontario demand, solar is not even 
identifiable, and yet the green hysteria 
continues in support of both and with 
a total disregard for the appalling envi¬ 
ronmental damage each will do to our

bine production is radioactive waste. 

• The concrete bases of IWTs are non- 
biodegradable.

I was somewhat conflicted by this 
motion. While I support and believe 
in non-violence in principle, I wasn’t 
entirely sure about some of the details 
outlined in the motion. I like to think 
I'm a pacifist and I might even “turn 
the other cheek” if someone ever were 
to perpetrate violence against me. But 
I don’t know just how passive I’d be if 
someone threatened my family. 

As for serving in the military, that’s 
another tough one. I personally would 
never choose to serve in the military. But 
I respect those who make the decision to 
serve. I believe there have certainly been 
situations that required military force 
to defend a nation against aggression, 
to preserve peace and to enforce peace. 

I believe that military action should 
be the very last resort in any conflict. 
Unfortunately history has demonstrated 
that humanity has jumped to violence 
and military action before exhausting 
non-violent solutions. 

At our church assembly the original 
motion calling for non-violence was 
referred to the Committee of Reference 
and Counsel for some reworking. 

The substitute motion declared "that, 
while violence is sometimes tragically 
necessary in pursuing justice in the 
world, it is always preferred that non¬ 
violent solutions be sought in situations 
of conflict.” We made a commitment 
“to use non-violent communication in 
our interactions with one another; to 
encourage our communities to pursue 
restorative practices in instances of 


not include removing these bases. 

• The towers, blades and electrical 
components are all non-biodegradable. 

• Much of the materials used contain 
man made toxins and carcinogens. 

• The same applies to solar panels and 
industrial solar arrays. 

• Solar cells embedded in solar panels 
contain up to three man made green¬ 
house gas materials. 

• Incinerated they produce green¬ 
house gases. Buried they contaminate 
groundwater. 

• To produce any noticeable contribu¬ 
tion to the grid thousands of acres will be 
covered by arrays. 

• No studies have been done to assess 
the negative effects of wind and solar on 
agriculture. 

It’s impossible to grant the green 
energy environmentalists much credibil¬ 
ity when they are advocating yet another 
corporate industry which shows even less 
concern for the environment than the 


social life.” 

We also “encourage governments and 
those who protest government actions 
and policies to engage one another 
honestly and non-violentiy.” And we 
“encourage the government of Canada 
to pursue, and to encourage other 
nations to pursue, non-violent solutions 
to international conflicts through the 
United Nations and other multilateral 
and bilateral organizations.” 

As for military service, rather than 
refusing to serve in the military we 
commit to encouraging and supporting 
"those whose vocation includes the 
pursuit of justice and peace, mediation, 
conflict resolution, restorative practices, 
diplomacy, peace-keeping and peace¬ 
making.’’ 

As a Christian I foEow the Prince 
of Peace who said, "Do not resist an 
evildoer. But if anyone strikes you on 
the right cheek, turn the other also” 
(Matthew 5:39). It might not always be 
easy. In fact, I may well fail in living up 
to his call not to retaliate. 

Years ago I wrote a column asking 
“what kind of world are we creating 
for our children?” As a parent I try to 
present the best example I can for my 
children and my hope is that they can 
live out their Eves in a world of peace. 
Will I bring about that world through 
violence? I don’t think so. Will I bring 
about that world through a message 
and demonstration of love for my 
neighbour? I hope so. May peace be with 


nuclear, oil and coal industries. At least 
research and progress, along with protest 
and regulation, have produced cleaner 
and safer nuclear, oil and coal power. 

In the case of industrial wind and solar 
power, they actively hide the harmful and 
long term environmental effects their 
industries will bring to our communities. 
All hidden undertheguiseof ‘decommis¬ 
sioning’ when somehow, quite magically, 
hundreds of thousands of tonnes of 
non-biodegradable materials, including 
toxins, carcinogens and other harmful 
and environmental pollutants will be 
cleaned up without one, single or harm- 
fid consequence. 

Save us from these environmentalists. 
They have no idea what they are wishing 
on our children.

PORT COLBORNE — 
Southpier Terminals has a 

The local grain shipping 
company was purchased 
as part of a takeover of 
Thirdcoast Ltd. — its parent 
company. 

Earlier this month, 
Winnipeg-based Parrish & 
Heimbecker — a company 
that has been in business 
running grain elevators, ter¬ 
minals and flour mills across 
the country for more than a 
century — announced the 
purchase of all 181,416 of 
Thirdcoast Ltd. common 
shares at $155 each — a deal 
worth $28,119,480. 

"Yes, there’s a takeover of 
Thirdcoast,” confirmed Joe 
Lannan, manager at the Port 
Colbome facility. 

The sale, he added, 
includes Southpier's loca¬ 
tions in Port Colbome and 
Goderich, as well as G.S. 
Dunn in Hamilton — a mus¬ 
tard manufacturer. 

The local company, how¬ 


ever, isn’t anticipating major 
changes as a result of the 

"It’s just that we have a 
new change of directors, 
basically,” Lannan said. 

Port Colbome Mayor 
Vance Badawey said that 
the grain elevator the Port 
Colbome company uses 
was not part of the trans¬ 
action. It will remain the 
property of the City of Port 
Colbome.

■ Parrish & Heimbecker initially 
offered $115 per share in March, 
but upped the offer to $155 per 
share in late May. 

■The company is extending 
its offer to purchase outstand¬ 
ing shares until 5 p.m., July 19, 
to allow additional Thirdcoast 
shareholders to accept the offer. 
■The deal gives Parrish & 
Heimbecker ownership of 87% 
of Thirdcoast Ltd. common 
shares. 

■ About 25 people work at the 
Port Colborne location.

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Very rarely does a day go by where there isn’t a question about constipation 
from a patient stopping by the pharmacy. Most patients want to know what they 
should take that is available without a prescription. 


Constipation is a symptom that occurs when waste moves too slowly through 
the body, resulting in stool that is dry and hard. This often makes it difficult and 
painful to pass. 

Some medications such as antidepressants, water pills, and certain pain killers 
(such as Oxycontin and Codeine) may cause constipation. 

The frequency of bowel movements varies from person to person, from as little 
as twice a week to a couple of times a day, and is affected by diet, medications, 
and exercise. 

If you are having trouble going to the washroom, the first thing a pharmacist 
will usually recommend is increasing the amount of fibre in the diet by eating whole 
grains, fruits and vegetables. In addition, drinking at least 8 glasses of water will 
minimize constipation. 

If these suggestions do not work, there are several options available to you. 

For short-term treatment of constipation, (if you haven’t been to the washroom 
in several days), a saline laxative such as Milk of Magnesia can be tried. Alternatively 
glycerin suppositories work quite well. If symptoms still do not resolve you could 
consider an enema with the advice of your physician. 

Stimulant laxatives such as Dulcolax and Senokot can also be used to maintain 
regularity. If you are on long term narcotic therapy you may need to take these 
types of medications as long as you are taking the narcotics. 

For long-term treatment of constipation, bulk-forming agents such as 
Metamucil or Prodiem Plain can be used. These bulk-forming agents increase the 
stool weight, allowing the stool to pass through the body faster and cause more 
frequent bowel movements. These agents typically take about 12-72 hours to 
take effect and are usually safe to use for long periods of time. When taking bulk¬ 
forming agents, it is recommended to drink lots of fluid. 

For young children there are a few options. For immediate relief a pediatric 
glycerin suppository can be tried. For chronic long term management PEG 3350 
is often prescribed, or is available over-the-counter as LAX-A-Day. You should 
consult your family doctor however if you want to try an oral medication for a child 
suffering from chronic constipation. 

If you are not having trouble going to the washroom, but you find the stool 
to be too hard and painful to pass, the pharmacist may recommend a stool 
softener such as Colace (docusate sodium) that will soften the stool for increased 
comfort. 

Before deciding on a therapy, talk to a pharmacist and they can help you decide 
on a treatment that is right for you.

WAINFLEET - There’s a 
large sand berm that divides 
the Carolinian trees from the 
sandy beach and lakeshore to 
the south. It's a pristine parklike 
setting that holds a great deal of 
potential. 

The beach itself provides a 
public area where neighbour¬ 
ing residents who don’t own a 
portion of the sand themselves 
can relax, and the wooded area 
holds a great deal of potential, 
said neighbouring residents like 
Laurie Dayboll and Phil Bearss. 

“It’s a nice shaded spot to stop 
along the way,” she said. 

“It’s valuable and precious to 
me,” Bearss added. 

Dayboll and Bearss own 
21-acres on Lakeshore Rd. 
across from the 20-metre wide 
road allowance stub at the end 
of Augustine Reeb Rd., and they 
don’t want to see it sold off as 
private property. 

To the north, the mud road 
that ends with the road allow- 
a nee stub passes through 
Wainfleet’s conservation areas 
“and then directly to the Gord 
Harry Trail,” Dayboll said. 


“There aren’t any other road 
allowances that have that recre¬ 
ational access to all those differ¬ 
ent environmental features,” she 
added. 

Wainfleet Mayor April Jeffs 
said the council has been con¬ 
sidering selling the property to 
abutting property owners, since 
they were contacted by people 
interesting in buying it. Funds 
from the sale of the property 
could then be used to enhance 
other areas along the lakeshore. 

But “nothing’s written in 
stone,” she said, adding she’s 
eager to hear from people about 
what they'd like to see done with 
the property. 

The property is one of 16 road 
allowance stubs that lead to Lake 
Erie's shoreline, said Dayboll. 

"About every half mile, there’s 
a road allowance that goes to 
the lake. Some of them are great, 
some of them are stoney, some of 
them have a great beach, some of 
them have great access and some 
of them don’t,” Dayboll said. 

But the uniqueness of each of 
those areas is part of their charm, 
Bearss added. 

If the township does amends 
its official plan to sell some 
waterfront property, Dayboll 


and Bearss are concerned other 
public areas could be sold too. 

“If it can happen to this one, 
it can happen to the others," she 
warned. 

Wainfleet planner Grant 
Munday said the township's 
planning department recom¬ 
mended against selling the 
property. 

“We were quoting policies that 
we currently have in place that 
say don't sell this land, but coun¬ 
cil still went ahead and chose to 
sell it,” he said. 

The township now needs to 
amend its official plan to sell the 

“It’s up to council. If they want 
to change (the official plan), they 
certainly have the right.”

Wainfleet’s official plan states: “To 
ensure adequate public access to 
Lake Erie, no further road closings 
will be permitted on road allow¬ 
ances leading to the water.”

Wheels in motion 
for regional 
transit service?

WAINFLEET - The idea 
of implementing a regional 
transit service has some 
Wainfleet residents a little 
concerned, said the town¬ 
ship’s Mayor April Jeffs. 

They’re wondering, for 
instance, if regional taxes 
they pay would be put 
towards a service from 
which they might not 


“I know the feeling in 
Wainfleet is, 'What do we 
get for our money and our 
tax dollars that go to the 
region?’ They go to so many 
services that we don’t really 
tap into, and this is just 
another one,” she said. 

Jeffs has already heard 
from several Wainfleet resi¬ 
dents who "aren’t keen on 
it at all.” 

Mayor Vance Badawey 


recently introduced a 
motion he plans to make at 
an upcoming regional coun¬ 
cil meeting in the hope of 
accelerating efforts to estab¬ 
lish a full-fledged regional 
transit system in Niagara. 

“Let's face it, at the end of 
the day Niagara is a world 
class destination. Quite 
frankly, we have to start 
acting like it," he said. 

Other regions of similar 
size already have full transit 


systems in place, “and here 
we are in Niagara one of the 
foremost world-class desti¬ 
nations in the country with 
no formalized regional tran¬ 
sit system.” 

He said his motion 
will expedite the current 
efforts to fully establish 
the regional transit system, 
while continuing with the 
current pilot project.

Welland Mayor Barry Sharpe 
said Badawey is “clearly a very 
strong supporter of regional 
transit, as are many of the 
councillors around the region.” 

Sharpe’s main concern about 
Badawey’s proposal, however, 
is the potential impact on the 
people that Welland Transit 

“Every time IMT (intermu¬ 
nicipal transit) has come up at 


the region, I've made the point 
on behalf of this community 
that we need to keep serving 
students that are travelling from 
Welland to Brock University 
and students who are travel¬ 
ling from Welland to Niagara- 
on-the-Lake at the college and 
university in order for our tran¬ 
sit system to be viable,” Sharpe 
told Welland city councillors at 
Tuesday's meeting. 

Badawey said there are still 
many issues that need to be 


addressed such as those raised 
by his counterparts in neigh¬ 
bouring communities. 

William Barnes is a regular 
user of Welland Transit ser¬ 
vices. He has also fought to 
preserve and enhance the city’s 
bus routes, including working 
with Wendy Brown to collect 
about 800 signatures on a peti¬ 
tion trying to retain full bus ser¬ 
vices in the Fitch St. area. 

The idea of Welland bus 
services possibly being coor¬

PORT COLBORNE - Niagara Boarder 
Pass has only been officially open for a 
few weeks, but it's abeady become a big 
draw in Port Colborne. 

“There’s a community feeling here ... 
we’ve become a community centre for 
wakeboarders,” says Chris Smith, one of 
the owners of both Niagara and Sarnia 
Boarder Pass. 

Smith says there are wakeboard¬ 
ers from across the area that will stop in 
almost every day and if they're not there, 
they'll call in to see how things are going. 

Amanda Newhouse, general manager 
of the facility based in the city-owned 
Sugarloaf Harbour Marina, says wake- 
boarders will watch each other and help 
each other out, adding to the community 
feel. 

Newhouse, Smith and instructor Jordan 
Hale are always commenting when 
people are out on the water. 


Whether it’s an experienced wake- 
boarder or someone out for the first time, 
words of encouragement and advice are 
constantly being shouted out from the 
control area or the marina docks by all 

“We hope people feel the posi¬ 
tive energy and encouragement,” says 
Newhouse. 

It’s not just the instructors who are pos¬ 
itive and encouraging. People standing by 
the launch area or watching from a park¬ 
ing lot at H.H. Knoll Lakeview Park are 
also boosters. One can hear clapping and 
shouting when someone makes a jump or 
simply gets up on their wakeboard.
